THE TWO CONFERENCES SHOULD COMBINE 


Vice-President Calvin S. Coolidge emphasized in an 


address recently, before the Presbyterian General A-- 
sembly in DesMoines. Iowa, that the babis of a free gov- 
ernment is religion. He said that the. inalienable right 
of man to life, liberty, and to protection in the enjoy- 
ment of the rewards of his own industry have their 
source in religion. 


We are not prepared to define the limitations of re 


ligion, nor to describe its relationship to political rights. 
We would have thought that the right of man to life and 
liberty was not a necessarily religious proposition, but 
that the functioning of that life and liberty, which the 
state insures, was the place where religion began to ful- 
fill its office. 
I 


We believe the theory of the right of the individual 


as established in the state emphasizes the thought of 
these personal rights being an end in themselves, while 
the element of religion added to it, makes them a mean< 
to a larger end. On the fly leaf of-Wickliff s Bible, sev- 
eral hundred years before Lincoln used the language. 
appear these words: ''This Bible is for the government 
of the people, and by the people, and for the people. 


We believe that Wickliff in penning these words 


had in mind the idea of the means for which the state 
should be used, and not the personal ends of the inclivid-' 
ual. The failure to recognize the purpose of rights, and 
in other words the failure to recognize the claims of re- 
ligion is the cause of the difficulties in many of the con- 
ferences which have recently been held. 


During the closing days of the economic confer-; 


ence at Genoa there was quite a different conference be-' 
ing held in Cleveland. The one in Cleveland was called' 
by the World Alliance for Promotion of International 
IMendship Through the Churches. 
The one in Genoa 


was composed of delegates from the various countries of 
Europe to work out some plan for economic rehabilita- 
tion. 


The conference at Cleveland was composed of rep- 


resentatives, largely from the same countries, with their 
purpose a friendliness between the nations based. a> 
they believed it was necessary to base it. upon religion^ 
principles. Each was composed of some of the ablest 
men of the nations interested. The one almost com- 
pletely ignored matters pertaining to moral and spir- 
itual values. The other practically ignored all matters 
of economic nature. 
Yet one could not read of the do- 


ings of the Genoa Conference and listen to the address- 
es at the Cleveland Conference without being forcibly 
impressed with the fact that until any economic confer- 
ence or any conference on behalf of general peace rec- 
ognized the fundamental principles emphasized at the 
church conference, economic agreement or permanent 
peace is impossible. 


It may be true that if the questions which were be- 


fore the Genoa Conference had- been laid before the men 
who composed the Cleveland Conference we would not 
have found sufficient technical knowledge of finances to 
obtain the desired result* but we do believe that we 
would more surely reach the goal of permanent peace 
and prosperity for all nations, by entrusting the power 
of settlement to the men who composed the Cleveland 
Conference than we ever can through such a body of 
men as sat at Genoa, unless these men change.

Kear paid his fine and 


departed.
